loaf, 
stuffed fish, anchovy sandwiches, mar­ 
inated eel, bacon, eggs and anchovies, 
stuffed eggs, pike and tomato sam e, 
ham loaf, green cheese, beets, baked 
ham, Italian salad and salmon loaf 
sandwiches. 
In addition you get fried eggs on 
toast, onion salad, meat salad, pickled 
melon, game salad, pike and mayon­ 
naise, salt sigi, liver loaf, eggs and 
marinated herring, herring in cream, 
pork roulades, caviar sandwiches with 
mayonnaise, eel 
sandwiches, 
caviar 
and onions, rollrnops, fish and potato 
salads, 
fish-pastry. 
and 
stuffed cab­ 
bages. 
The thirty cents buys all 
of 
the 
aforenamed forty-seven cold platters. 
Not one of them. 
All of them. 
But 
that is not all. The same thirty cents 
buys also a big hot pot each of stuffed 
cabbage roulades of veal, sausage and 
bacon, roast pork and cabbage, “komm 
morgen 
wielder,” 
which 
is 
pastry 
stuffed with hamburger steak, roast 
bare, roast duck, herring and potato 
St* w, and steaming hot dogs. 
The thirty cents in 
question 
are 
thirty American 
cents vintage 1935, 
Before the dollar was depreciated you 
could get all this for IS 
American 
cents. 
There is no catch in this. 
This is 
th* so-called “sexer table.” In the res­ 
taurant Du Nord. The Hexer table is 
Et [ionian for the zakuska, the smorgas 
bord, the vorspeise, the hors d’oeuvres. 
This is just what you eat before the 
meal. After you have finished this 30 
cents worth you go on and have som e­ 
thing to eat. 
You can eat all you want of any 
dish on the sexer table and as many 
dishes as you like. Then you choose 
from a menu listing 81 dishes, ranging 
from part ridges in cream to pancakes 
with caviar, and they cost an average 
Of 25 American cents a monstrous por­ 
tion. 
This is something like old Russia 
used to he. This is what new Russia is 
not any more. 
Straight out of the 
pages of T olstoy’s ‘‘Anna Karenina” 
came that jovial plump fellow who is 
standing beneath the plume of lilac 
that nods above the sexer table. With 
one hand lie holds a glass of vodka, 
while with the other lie directs the 
waiter to one dish after another until 
his plate is towering with food. 
Food is the primary element in the 
standard of living.. In New Russia the 
food supply has 
been 
for

years sometimes good, sometimes bad. 
som* ilines catastrophic. Always it has 
been sufficiently uncertain, or suffi­ 
ciently dear to make the food ques­ 
tion the center of every fam ily’s con- 
centrated interest. 
In this hit of old Russia is it only 
the rich men who can spent thirty 
cents on tho sexer table who get all 
they want to eat?
